tors to decide the spelling of Flori­ 
dan and Floridian has been sugges­ 
ted by the Palm Beach Post as a 
means of settling a discussion that 
has agitated the editorial writers of 
the state for months. The discussion 
has recently bobbed in a rather in­ 
tensified form, with exponents of 
both 
designations, but they 
have 
failed to “ get anywhere” after argu­ 
ing the question pro and con at 
great length. ' 
Now comes The Post with the sug­ 
gestion to settle the matter. 
The question has been ably defen­ 
ded on both sides, with the Ocala 
Star (aking a leading place among 
those favoring elimination of the 
*T* in the final syllable and making 
the name Floridan. It is contended 
by The Star that the Spanish lan­ 
guage, which gave Florida her name 1 
does not warrant the spelling Flori­ 
dian, and this is supported by claims 
that the old Latin, upon which the 
Spanish languabe has its foundation, 
is further substantiation. 
The Palm Beach Post, taking the 
other side of. the argument, finds 
grounds for the other spelling, Flor­ 
idian, in the spelling of Canadian, 
and remarks facetiously that “Of 
course, Mr. Webster who worked 
out a makeshift of a dictionary, and 
some of the other boys in that com­ 
petitive field, will be glad to know , 
that they are wrong in spelling it 
‘Floridian.”
